The Building 'Known to Have Been 


Insecure, But the Fact Ignored 


and the House Crowded 


With Clerks. 


Sickening Scenes at the Wreck and In 


the Morgue and Hoapltala~Too 


Much "Economy" Baiponalbl* 


tor the Aooldent. 


WASHINOTOK, 
June 
10.—Another 


tragedy, less national in character, but 
involving the loss of many more lives 
and much more human suffering, has 
stained the walls o* the old Ford's 
theater, Washington, in which Abra- 
ham Lincoln was assassinated by John 
•Wllkos Booth, in April, 1805. It is a 
coincidence, also, which will go Into his- 
tory that this second tragedy occurred 
on the very day when the remains of the 
great tragedian, whoso life was BO 
darkened by his brother's crime, that 
Jio never visited Washington after- 
IvarclR, were being laid to rest in Mount 
Auburn cemetery, Mass. 


The house in which Lincoln died, on 


the other side of the street from the 
theater where he was shot, and which 
|s htill sentimentally kept intuct as It 
'Vvas that fatal night, looked down yes- 
terday nponaseunc of agony, excite- 
ment and grief, which even the great 
crime of 1805 could not parallel. And 
the horrors of the scene were by no 
means lessened by the knowledge that 
It blunder, surely in this case almost 
"worse than a crime," had caused tho 
death of from twenty to thirty persons 
nt the leabt, and inflicted maimings and 
Injuries upon fifty or sixty more. 


The evidence, as found in official 


records, appears conclusive that as 
long ago as 1885 this building, which 
the government purchased after tho 
assassination, and used us an army 
museum was officially declared by con- 
press an unsafe depository for oven 
the inanimate skeletons, mummies and 
books of the army medical museum, 
for which a safer place of storage was 
provided by act of congress. 


Hut notwithstanding the fact that 


In the public press and in congress also 
attention was called to the bulging 
•walls its darkness and general unsult- 
nbility, it continued to bo used for the 
daily employment of nearly 500 govern- 
ment clei ks of the pension division of 
the war office 
So the comforting as- 


Bnrancc is given that while thirty 
clerks may liave been killed the pen- 
sion records are all saved and unin- 
|ured. 


The building collapsed in the midst 


Of an ill-judged effort to remedy some 
t>f its defects. The moral of the disas- 
ter, if there is any, is emphasized by 
the fact that there are two government 
buildings—the printing office and the 
'Winder building, an annex of the war 
department, each containing many 
jnoie employes than were caged In 
Ford's theater death-trap—which are 
in an equally dangerous condition. 


The hour of the disaster was very 


phoitly after the departments had Bet- 
tied down for the day's work. The 
workmen had begun operations, and 
these were the Immediate cause of the 
catastrophe. Half an hour earlier and 
few lives would have been lost 


Running directly through all of the 


floors and in the middle of the building 
was a light wall ten feet or more long 
and nearly as many wide. The full 
area was in front of this, having a 
space of six or seven feet in width un- 
disturbed on either side The entire 
back part of the building containing 
jnoie than half of the floor space re- 
mained intact. There wore many very 
narrow escapes from death. A narrow 
row of clerks whose desks rested en- 
tirely upon the line where the floors 
broke away saved themselves, while 
the desks nt which they sat were pre- 
cipitated 
down the awful chasm. 


Others were walking across the room 
heard an omnious sound, and stopped 
just at the very threshold of death. 


When the crash came those who sur- 


vived heard B mighty scream of an- 
guish from their comrades as they 
sank out of sight, and then groping in 
the darkness they found their way to 
safety trembling in every joint and the 
palor of death in their faces. 
No 


women were employed In the building, 
but in a few minutes after the crash 
came, the wives, mothers nnd daugh- 
ters of the victims began to arrive. 
Within a very few moments ajHindred 


r more men, stripped lor police work, 
umpcdinto the building and began 
hrowing out the wreckage In front 
nd tho floors which remained stand- 
ng in the rear. Most of those who 
were taken out of the ruins were oar- 


K-d to tho Emergency hospital, and 
bout 10:80 o'clock the dead and in- 
mod began to arrive faster than

places. Those who were the most ie- 
iously injured were attended to,whlu 
he others, groanlnff and crying from 
the pain of broken limbs, lay limp and 
.oseeching the doctors to a™"**8" 
vounds. Shortly after the arrival ol 
the Brst, the crowd began to «*™"»»> 
in front of the building, many ol them 


being'tne wires, daughters and rela- 
tives of the unfortunates. Their weep- 
ing and frantic cries were heartrend- 
ing. They greatly Interfered with the 
work of the physicians, and Dr. Kenr, 
who is In charge of the hospital, deter- 
mined to pnt them out. 


Load after load of the wounded, 


blinded with debris, and with limbs 
broken and maimed, were dumped at 
the door. They had to remain outside 
for some time, as the force and facili- 
ties of the physicians were unequal to 
the emergency. As quickly as the sur- 
geons, who were shortly reinforced by 
the young men graduates of the city, 
could do so, they examined and dressed 
the wounds, and they were sent up- 
stairs to more comfortable quarters. 


Priests and ministers were soon on 


the spot, and being at once admitted, 
repaired to the cots of the Injured, 
where they administered spiritual con- 
solation. 
Three men reached, the hospital in a 


dying condition so badly injured that 
they were taken from the dressing 
room and sent to the morgue where 
they shortly expired. Charles S. Miller 
and J. Brad Jones were among them, 
while the other was a young man about 
26 years old. The first two were hor- 
ribly mutilated but the last one did not 
bear an apparent trace ot even an 
abrasion 


At the other hospitals and in the 


drug stores adjacent to the accident 
similar scenes were being enacteft. 


An incident of the day w.as the num- 


ber of clergy, who, on hearing of the 
disaster, flocked to the scene. Utterly 
regardless of their own safety they 
entered the building, the rear walls of 
•which were warningly bulging out, and 
ministered to the dying and injured. 
Ministers of all creeds were present. 
The hairbreadth escapes narrated by 
the survivors were numberless. 


One of the most thrilling scenes of 


the whole affair was the sight of a 
dozen men who were left in a corner 
of tho third floor clambering down a 
hose pipe to the ground. One of these 
men and the first to (jet down was Mr. 
W. E. Balme, who worked In the cen- 
ter of the third floor. The story can be 
best told in his own words: 


"I was at my desk," he said, *'when 


first been feared, fle say* that the rect, active cause of the casualty. 
rolls showed that the full force em 
ployed In tho building numbered 514 
persons. A number of these were ab- 
sent on leave because of Illness, so that 
probably not mom than MO or *SO per- 
sons were in the building when the 
crash came. Then as only hall ot the 
floors fell the number of persons who 
went down was farther reduced and 
by those who actually escaped with 
slight Injuries or without harm. 


Shortly ^after midday MaJ. Moore, 


chief of police, notified the surgeon in 
charge that all of those taken from the 
ruins from that time forward would be 
sent to the United States naval hos- 
pital, where three wards bad been pre- 
pared to receive the Injured. 


Dr. Shannon, of the personal staff of 


the surgeon-general, was put in charge 
of all the government medical officers, 
and every such officer was promptly or- 


said large, fine, airy, safe rooms In the 
war department building were kept 
sacred to the storing of Inanimate rolls 
and records, while Ford's theater, a 
building utterly unfit for clerical uses, 
was crowded with clerks, many of 
whose lives had been sacrificed by this 
one man's dictum. The theater had 
been a perfect "hell on earth," he said, 
No military prison or Jail was to cam- 
pare with it In disagreeable features, 
while the Insecurity of the structure 
was notorious, it having been con- 
demned no less than three times. 


Mr. Thompson stated that although

premonitory trembling or any 
warning; just a roar and crash and the 
desks and tables seemed to raise up in 
the center of the floor and then disap- 
pear in a blinding cloud of white dust. 
I sprang for the rear window nnd 
called to my companions to follow. 
Those who were right near mo did so, 
and we gained a safe place at the rear 
of the building near the windows. Wo 
were completely isolated, however, 
with no way to get down. The floor 
had sunk beneath us in front, and tho 
building was still trembling from the 
shock. We did not know what minute 
the rear of the structure would gd 
down, and stood there almost frantic. 
Then I thought of a reel of flre-hose 
that I knew was near by. We groped 
through the blinding dust to this, ond 
quickly unwound it until the end 
touched the ground. Then I caught 
hold of the hose and slid down it, 
alighting safely on the ground." 


Mr. 8. Dana Lincoln, who occupies a 


room of the Atlantic building, facing 
the rear of the museum building, gives 
a graphic account of the scene. He 
was sitting at his desk at the time of 
the giving way of the floors of the 
building. He said he heard a noise as 
though of dumping of bricks in an al- 
ley. He looked out of his office win- 
dow and saw clouds of dust arising to 
the top of the building. Immediately 
at every window dozens of heads pro- 
truded wildly calling for assistance. 
It seemed ten or fifteen minutes before 
the firemen responded with ladders, 
w.hich were immediately run up to the 
windows. In reality the time was only 
a few moments. The firemen rescued 
all those who had not escaped by jump- 
Ing from the windows. 


The last man taken out of the build- 


Ing alive up to 12.SO was Capt Dowd, 
of Indiana. He was found near the 
southwest corner of the building, 
covered to a depth of two or three feet 
with brick and mortar 
He had lain 


there for three hours, but a beam had 
lodged near him In such a position as 
to break the fall of the brick and Um- 
bels, nnd when lifted up he raised his 
hand showing that he was conscious 
When he was lifted into the Garfield 
hospital ambulance the crowd saw 
that he was alive and cheered again 
and again. 


Betweln 10 o'clock and noon the am- 


bulances were, kept busy 
carrying 


away the dead and injured. 


All during the long hours while the 


workmen were using all their strength 
to rescue such as were not past help, 
the mothers, sisters and daughters of 
those that had gone down hovered 
around the front of the building, and 
with streaming eyes inquired of all 
whom they met for some tidings of 
their dear onea Some could hardly be 
restrained from pushing their way into 
the building. 


A look into the interior tells a sick- 


ening tale of how some were token and 
others left 
Desks are seen half top- 


pling over the brink of the broken 
floor, others stand upright, but the 
chairs which stood beside them and 
their occupants went down with the 
crash 


The president was informed of the 


sad event just as he reached the en- 
trance to the White House by one of 
the clerks, and he at once Interested 
himself in relief measures, learning 
with satisfaction what 
hod been 


done by Asslntant Secretary of War 
Grant, who came over to the White 
House before noon. Surgeon-General 
Sternberg went at once to the scene of 
disaster upon hearing the news, as did 
Dr. Alnsworth, who is the chief of the 
records and pension division. One 
company of troops was placed under 
the direction of Chief o! Police Moore. 
The second company was intended 
for fatigue doty which meant they 
were 
to assist 
In the work of 


rescue and In bringing out bodies. 
Gen. Grant received reports from time 
to time and on those he based the hope 
and belief that the calamity would 
prove to be jess In extent than had at

dered to the scene of the accident or to 
the various hospitals. The ambulances 
of the Bed Cross ..society rendered con- 
spicuous service. 


At the morgue the sight was one hor- 


rible to behold. The little building, 
In which was one ice ohest and a dis- 
secting table, was not near large 
enough to hold the dead bodies brought 
from the wrecked building. At 18:80 
o'clock the sixteenth dead body woe 
brought in. 


There was no one at the morgue who 


was able to identify the bodies, and so 
Supt. Schonberger tagged them with 
numbers as they were brought In. 
Along the floor they were arranged in 
numerical order, and during the day 
thousands of persons called and viewed 
the ghostly sight. The morgue was 
filled, and then the stable was turned 
into a reception room for the bodies. 
Blankets were spread on the floor, and 
the bodies were laid out as respectably 
as possible under the circumstances. 


Blood from the bodies formed a large 


pool on the floor and the crushed 
skulls, broken anna and legs made the 
scene indescribable. Then there were 
some of the victims who had not been 
crushed. They had been smothered to 
death and the discoloration of their 
faces and necks gave visible evidence 
of the cause of death. 


In front of the police station there 


was a large crowd as there was In the 
yard around the morgue, some at- 
tracted there by curiosity and others 
to identify the dead bodies If possible. 
The telephone was kept in constant 
use by persons inquiring for tfionds. 


The first woman to appear and to 


make an Inquiry was Mrs F. E. 
Meader, of 821 First street, N. JB , nnd 
when she entered the little brick 
building the mutilated body of her 
husband was the first to meet her 
eyes. 


The scene that followed was a sad 


one, 
and Mrs. Meader had to be as- 


sisted out from the presence of the 
ghastly sight. Mr. Meader was 80 
years old and came here a year ago 
from Buffalo, N. Y. His head was 
crushed and body injured. 


Other~"identiflcations, with accom- 


panying scenes of heartrending grief, 
followed. 


The responsibility of the accident is, 


of course, widely discussed. The offi- 
cials connected with the building de- 
cline to state and declare that they do 
not understand the reason of the fall, 
but there seems little doubt that the 
primary cause was the excavating 
which was being done under the front 
wall. A subcellar was being dug to 
give mof e room and at the same time 
afford moans of ventilation. In order 
that this might be accomplished there 
was considerable underpinning 
The 


contractor 
for this work was Mr. 


George Dant, while the digging in con- 
nection with tho job was being done 
by Mr. P K. Pullman 
Mr. Pullman 


appeared on the scene shortly after 
the accident, and said that ho could not 
explain why the floors should have 
caved in. "The work in the cellar," 
he said, "was about completed, and it 
was only yesterday that I was looking 
at it. 1 was congratulating myself 
that the work was almost at an end 
and that the danger was passed 
The 


crash commenced on the third floor, so 
that tho underpinning could not have 
been the cause The work was most 
carefully done, and only a few bricks 
were taken out at a time." 


The fact that the collapse occurred 


through the girders being pulled out 
of their places in the front wan to- 
wards the center is established In a re- 
markable manner. Against the front 
wall of each floor hung an office clock 
All these clocks were uninjured and 
now remain there keeping perfect time, 
though every piece of flooring is In the 
bottom of the demolished structure 


From Col Ainsworth, chief of the 


record and pension division, it wag 
learned that there was no storage on 
the floors, and that the only weight 
was the desks and the clerks employed 
there. He said that the underpinning 
was not being done in order M 
strengthen the building, as it had neve* 
been intimated that it was in any way 
insecure, lie was unable to sujrffes* 
any reason for the disaster. 


The collapse oMhis building has di- 


rected earnest attention to two othe* 
great public buildings believed to be 
in an almost equally unsafe condition-^ 
one the government. printing office, 
whore 1,800 people are employed; the 
other is the rickety shell known as tho 
Winder building, also belonging to the 
war department, and occupied by hun- 
dreds, of clerics of that department and 
of the second auditor's office. 
This 


place is notoriously dangerous and the 
flcbrs are overloaded, all of the facts 
being Itnown, to congress for years, but 
receiving no attention.

Four of those who were 


wounded will probably die It is im- 
possible to learn the names of those 
killed.
